Cincinnati, May 16.— Scott Jacksnn 
has 1)0011 found goilty of tho munlor of 
Pearl Bryan and his punishment fixed 
at death. It was nearly 10 o'clock when 
court oouTened with tha unaloere 
moniM. Judge Helm at onee ordered 
tho jury brought in, and when the 12 
iiiori had taken their soats, lie paid 
"GeiitlenuMi of tlio jury, you havohearc 
the evidence in the case of tho common 
wealth of Kentucky against Scott Jack- 
Km;yoa have liatened to theiiutnic- 
tioni of the ooort; yon hare heard the 
iirgumont of couiisol. You will now r( 
turn to tho juryroom and remain until 
you rati rctui-n a verdict." Tho jury 
then filed out. It wa« jost 10 KM) 

Scott Jaokeon waa hronght into the 
courtroom a few minatos before tho 
jury came in. He was quite alouc 
None of his friends wore with him to 
help him hoar the verdict, whatever it 
niiffht be. HiH motlier was unable to 
enrluro the Ktraiu longer, and she and 
Mr. and Mrs. Poit had ratontd to 

Greeneostle. 

JacksOn was nervous and ill at eaee 
for a time, but shortly after tho jury re 
tired he was snrroimaed by u number 
of iiowsjiaper men, with whom ho 
lauKheii and joked. A cigar was given 
to him by one of the reporters, and a 
sort of smoking sodal was held dnrinK 
the morning. There, were not many 
women in tho conrtroom, but the phiK 
was filled with men. Judge Helm, 
Ktterhe had dismissed the jury, left 
the conrtroom. Just before lii o'clock 
he retorned. He called the sheriff to 
him and the two held a whispered oon- 
▼ersatiou. Then the sheriif spoke to 
some of the detectives and deputy 
sheriffs that were present, and they 
started to the differeut quarters of the 
conrtroom. 

Sheriff Plnmmer then rapped for or' 
der, although the admonition was not 
needed, and he said: "When this ver 
diet is read, gentlemen, I want to say 
that everybody must keep quiet. They 
most ke«>p their seats until court is ud 
journed." 

Judge Helm then said: "Mr. Sheriflf, 
you can bring in the jury." Tlioy came 
slowly and impres.sively. Old man 
Shea, foreman of the jury, was in tha 
lead. He held in his hand a copy of 
th») verdict and a copy of typewritten 
instructions of the judge. The jurors 
Stiirted to sit down, but Judge Helm 
Said: "Face me, gentlemen, and stand 
up." The Mill of tho jury was tin 
called, and every man answered in a 
clear and ilistinrt voire. 

Then .hulge Helm said: "lieforo this 
verdict is read, I want to say to tlie 
Spectators ill the courtroom that what- 
ever It may be, no expressions, either of 
approval or disajjproval, will be allowed. 
There are a number of officers scattered 
among the people, and they have orders 
to arrest anir one making anynoiM at 
aU." 

Then turning to Mr. Shea, the judge 
asked him to haiul up the verdict. A 
white paper, folded lengthways, was 
bunded to Clerk Tony Kosocher, who 
read it in loud voice: "We the jury 
find tho defendant guilty of the murder 
of Pearl Bryan, and Hx his pnnishment 
at death." 

Regardless of the admonitions of the 
oonrt. the people could not be re- 
strained. Some of the men rose in their 
seats, clapping their hands. One man 
in the rear of the room cried, "My 
God I" in a tone of exultation, and one 
man who remained undiscovered 
whooped like an Indian. The oiBcers 
restrained the crowd, and silenoe was 
soon restored. As the verdict was read 
Colonel Crawford flushed up to his eyes 
and ijcott Jackson's face turned to an 
ashen gray. His lips trembled, and the 
half-smoked cigar fell from between his 
fingers. He kept his eyes on the 
ground before him and was as motion- 
less a.-> tho dead. 

The news spread to the peaple outside 
almost as soon as it was known in the 
courtroom, and there the i)rople could 
not be restrained. As soon as tlie ver- 
dict became known a great shout went 
up— a shout that was full of exultation, 
and whirli must have struck Isnor tO 
the lieart of tiie prisoner. 

"(io out and arrest those people I" 
critid Judge Helm. Two or tlueo ottl- 
cifi-H Started oat. and the noise outside 

ceased. 

The jury was then poUfldbjT the ( ourt 
and each juror answered firmly that the 
verdict as read was wh;it he had lound. 
Judge Helm then .said: "Whdo I in- 
tend to express no opinion in i (>gard to 
your verdict, either as to approve or 
disapprove it, I want to tender you here 
and now the thanks of this court for 
ChA honest, npright and conscientious 
manner in wnich you have perform-ed 
your duty. You deservo the thanks of 
this community. You will now retire 
^th the sheriff, and i-eceive the com- 
pensation for your labor that the law 
•Uows." 

Colonel Crawford here onoke up, 
"Your Honor," he said, "the law says 
that tho Jury may be interrogateil as to 
the manner ui which they reached the 
verdict, with a view of finding out if 
they reached it by lot or in any other 
legal way." He read the law on the 
subject and Judge Helm asked the jnir 
how they had reached tte nfm.

balldt. Colonel Crawford then wlshea 
to present a motion for new trial, but 

Judge Helm said that he would not 

hear it until 2 ::!() o'clock. Sheriff Plum- 
mer then adjourned court and the jieo- 
ple filed out. 

A strong guard of officers surrounded 
Scott Joekson under tho leadershiii of 
Sheriff Plummer and ho was escorted 
to jail and back to the cell in whieli he 
has lived for the past two months. 
This tim* hop* did not bear him com- 
pany. 

Judge Holm called the afternoon ses- 
sion of court t-o order at .H:l{5. The at- 
torneys in tho Jackson citse were all 
l)re8ent. Attorney Crawford asked that 
noliiing bo <U)ne without the presence 
of tlie i)risoner, and the court ordered 
Jackson brought in. 

Attorney Crawford then nioveil that 
there be an arrest of juilgment on tlie 
ground that the indictment did uot 
sr^to facts constituting an offense In 
that tho distinction was not made as to 
whether JaokKm was prinoliMtlor acces- 
sory. 

This the court refused to grant and 
Crawford then moved for a new trial on 
tho following grounds: 

1. That the trial commenced in the 
absence of the defendant, Scott Jack- 
son. 

2. That there was error in not in- 
cluding in the instructions to the Jury 
the instructions oOned bgr oooniM for 
the defendant. 

8. That the verdict did not agree 
with the law and evidence. 

4. That the nndne excitement whicii 
prevailed in tha commonly pvorented a 
fair trial. 

6. That error was committed in not 
permitting the trial to be free and open. 

6. Thai error was committed in 
letting the sheriff have charge of the 
Jury. 

7. That the court erred in not gran- 
ing an arrest of Judgment. 

8. That the court erred in ovon-nling 
tho demurrer to the indictment. 

The judge stated that ho would hear 
arguments on the motion on Saturday, 
May 2:t. Court was tlieii ailjourned. 

Judge Helm, Attorney (Jrawford and 
some other friends will leave for Put- 
in-Bay for a short vacation Friday.

Grebnoastlb, Ind., May 15.— Word 
reached the city about 1 o'clock that 
Jackson had been condemned to death. 
Tlie news spread like wildfire and soon 
knots of men could bo seen on tho street 
discussing it. It seems to give satisfac- 
tion outside of the relativea of Jackson. 
Everybody expected it. 

The telegram to Jackson's folks was 
opened by Professor Post at his resi- 
dence, on B<ast Washington street. He 
read it and then silently handed it to 
his wife, who read it and then wept. 
The news was broken as gently as pos- 
sible to the mother, with the quick as- 
surance thai Scott would be yet aoqtdt- 
ted, nevertheless the news completely 
prostrated her, as her nervous system 
had been ut a high tension all day in 
expectation of the news. Every one 
expressed thuir sympathy for her.

Upneral .M. E. Conference. 

Clkveland. Maj- 15. — Yesterday's 
session of the Methodist general confer 
ence was marked by the largest attend 
ance of the session, both of delegates 

and spectators. The boxes were all 
Idled, and tlie seats reserved for the 
general public were all tKTuiiied. In 
stead of taking up tho geiu ral order of 
business tho call of the committee wa 
resumed where it was left off the day 
before. 

When tho committee on temporal 
economy was called. Secretary Monro* 
asked for a suspension of rules, where- 
by a resolution, which contemplated u 
change in the discipline, could be acted 
upon without being in the possession 
of the conference for one day and with 
out being printed in The Daily Advo- 
cate. 

Tho report of tho committee on 
missions to increase the contingent 
fund from 125,000 to ?50,0()O was adopt 
ed. The committee also recoiunieiiilei 
a Hing-Hua mission in Ciuiui. It was 
adojiied. 

Tho rejiort of the coniniitfeo on edu- 
cation, which e.\cuses students from 
taking the conference' examinations in 
those branches in which they hav 
passed satisfactory examinations in 
some Methixiist tohool, was adopted 

unanimously. 

Tiie committee on church extension 
made a reiMji I against the extension of 
work in foreign lands. 

(Jreat inten'st was manifested for the 
outcome of the connuHt''e on ejiisc 
pacy. Dr. l?urklev, tlu! eh;iiinian, made 
the reiM)rt upon tiiree distinct subject 
He read the report of tho committee. 
It stated that in tho opinion of the com- 
mittee Bishops Bowman and Foster art 
too old to stand the strain of the duties 
nnd recommended their retirement at 
the end of this ooufereiico as non-etfect 
ive. In the list of bishops returned as 
effective were all other bishops, with 
the exoeptiou of Bishop Taylor, and his 
name was not mentioned. A generous 
appropriation was urged for them, ami 
the respect felt for them was fnlly set 
forth. 

As soon as the report wvs read Bishop 
Foster advanced. The e Aire andienci 
arose and received him with the great ■ 
est applause. In the midst of a must 
impressive silence the low tones of 
Bishop Foster's voice were heard. He 
said he simply had a request to make 
He knew that the question was one of 
great delicacy and he begged to bo per- 
mitted to rethre. Cries of "No, no," 
came from all parts of the hall, and 
Bishop Foster extended his arms saying; 
"Please, please." It was a most pa 
thetio scene. Bishop Foster Hixjko for 
a few moments, and the conference, 
by a rising vote, granted him his re- 
quest. 

liishop Bowman said ho would nuike 
the saiim re<[Uest, as he had just learned 
for the lirst tune in his life that he was 
not elleetive. A rail was made for a 
few remarks from bun, but he declined 
to say any t lUng, and tlio tW(.i \\ lute- 
haired fatlieis left the hall, iiishoj) 
Foster's spei'ch was touching in the e.\- 
treme. and lie left everytlUng in the 
liands of the conference. 

Thi^ lirst i)art of the report was 
ado|)ted. Tlu-ii Dr. lUiekley read the 
seciind part, di'termining the iion- 
etleciiveness of liishoi)s Bowman and 
Foster. Dr. lUirkley moved lie' adop- 
tion of the report, and a iumdred voices 
secondefi the motion. Dr. (ieori,'e li. 
Hridgeman of iMumesot.i offered u sub- 
stitute, which cited tiiat Bishoj) Morris 
and Bishop Siinpson be rontinueil in 
the board of bishops, but relieveil tlieiu 
of their active duties. In support of 
his motion Dr. Bridgeman saia it was 
unnecessary and uiikiiul to take such 
action us was contemplated in the re- 
jiort of tlio committee. He eulogi/.ed 
Bishops Bowman and Foster, and ui;;ed 
that they be permitted to round out 
their magniticent careers as cdraotlve 
members of the board. 

The Rev. J. E. C. Sawyer spoke feel- 
ingly in favor of the substitufo. He 
said the other members of the board 
could be tiusted to do little work or no 
work. The only object in retiring them 
was to reti-ench, and that was nnneoes- 
sory in the face of the immense mem- 
bership. He closed with a strong ap- 
peal for the adoption of the substitute. 

Several colored delegates pleaded for 
the selectiott of one mshopof African 
descent, but no action waa taken on 
theh: request. ThMi tha snbstitate of 
Dr. George H. Bridgeman of Minnesota 
which provided that Bishops Bowman 
and Foster be not retired, was tabled 
and the report of the committee on 
episcopacy retiring the two bishops was 
adopted. 

The conference then adjoiumed. 

The two bishops who were retired 
will be supported by the book concern.

Wil- 
liam H. Dawson, who entered the bank 
some time later, saw Klojipt'iiburg lying 
on the floor bound and rele;tsed him. 
Kloiiiietiburg could give but meager de- 
scription of the robbers. It is tliought 
they are exi)orts at the bu.siness. The 
country has been scoured by mounted 
men without success.
